Origin Devotion the Sacred Heart 


After many devout souls had venerated the Sacred 
Heart Jesus with sincere devotion, seen the 
lives SS. Augustine, Bernard, Bonaventure, Thomas 
Aquinas, Francis Sales, Ignatius Loyola, Clare, 
Gertrude, Mechtilde, Catherine Siena, Theresa 
Jesus, and others, our Divine Savior desired that the 
infinite love His Divine Heart should recognized 
all men. For this end made use feeble, obscure 
instrument, that all the world might know that the devo- 
tion His loving Heart, previously almost unknown, 
was His own work. 

This instrument, disregarded the world, shone 
the radiance the most sublime virtues, Visitation 
convent Paray-le-monial Burgundy, France. was 
the humble religious, whom now venerate St. Mar- 
garet Mary Alacoque. the year 1675, while she was 
one day prayer before the Blessed Sacrament, our 
Lord appeared her, and pointing His Heart, which 
showed her, surrounded with flames, 
cross, encircled with crown thorns, and 
with gaping wound, said her: “Behold this 
Which has loved men much, and loved little 
return. desire that you should make reparatio: 
Heart for this ingratitude, and induce others 
reparation.” 

Our Lord then designated the Friday after the ive 
Corpus Christi the special day for this duty 
several subsequent apparitions repeated this 
tion, and made the most generous promises favor 
all who would apply themselves this office 
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His Sacred Heart. The following are some these 
promises: 

will give them all the graces necessary for their state 
life. 

will establish peace their families. 

will console them all their pains and trials. 

will their assured refuge life, and especially 
death. 

will shed abundant blessings all their undertakings. 

Sinners shall find Heart ocean mercy. 

Tepid souls shall become fervent. 

Fervent souls shall rise quickly greater perfection. 

will bless those homes where the image Heart 
exposed and honored. 

will give priests the gift moving the most 
hardened hearts. 

Those who propagate this devotion shall have their 

the GREAT PROMISE: promise thee the 
mercy Heart that all-powerful love will 
all who communicate the first Friday the 
month, for nine successive months, the grace final peni- 
tence; they shall not die displeasure, nor without the 
sacraments. Divine Heart shall their safe refuge 
that last moment. 

Margaret Mary obeyed the injunction her Divine 
Master, but found everywhere the greatest opposition, 
even from her Sisters religion, Finally, however, she 
succeeded mistress novices, bringing her young 
charges the veneration the Sacred Heart Jesus. 
But this could not content her zeal. Although opposition 
continued, she strove, with the help Jesus, fulfill His 
command, and last the hearts her Sisters were in- 
flamed with ardent love for the Sacred Heart. 

After this the devotion spread from the convent the 
adjoining diocese, where confraternities the Sacred 
Heart were established. After strict examination and in- 
vestigation, Pope Clement XIII, commanded the festival 
the Sacred Heart observed throughout the Cath- 
olic Church, the Friday after the Octave Day 
Corpus Christ.

The Place This Devotion the Church 


The Church has sanctioned and approved this devo- 
tion through its various pontiffs, and has enriched 
with many indulgences. Pius IX, Leo XIII, and Pius 
repeatedly and urgently recommended it, and placed the 
Feast the Sacred Heart among the feasts the 
first class. 

The festival was instituted the eighteenth century, 
and henceforth celebrated each year increasing 
number churches and dioceses. Pope Pius extended 
the whole Church, and later Leo XIII enriched 
with peculiar liturgical privileges. The Friday after the 
Octave Corpus Christi was selected for the feast day 
the Sacred Heart, because was that day that 
Jesus Christ vouchsafed St. Margaret Mary Alacoque 
the chief revelation made her concerning the devotion 
His Sacred Heart. 

This devotion, independently the obligatory litur- 
gical celebration the Festival the Friday after the 
Octave Corpus Christi, now universally and 
fervently practiced throughout the Church. foster it, 
Pope Leo XIII directed that, far possible, the 
first Friday every month the year, votive Mass 
the Sacred Heart celebrated all public churches 
and chapels. recent years special Preface was intro- 
duced into the Mass the Sacred Heart. 

This devotion is, furthermore, one the most solid 
and comprehensive devotions the Church. most 
intimately related devotion the Blessed Sacrament, 
for precisely the Holy Eucharist that the infinite 
love the Sacred Heart manifests itself most 
striking manner. the Sacred Host the Heart Christ 
throbs for us, pleads for with the Heavenly Father, 
and protects against the enemies our salvation. 

the characteristic devotion our day. are 
living age infidelity and indifference, cold- 
ness and tepidity. Amid all this degeneration Christ 
xhibits the world His Sacred Heart all aglow with 
generous, self-sacrificing love for men. This love alone 
capable reanimating the spirit Faith, and 
rekindling the flame Divine Charity hearts that 
have become engrossed material and temporal 
things, that they have lost sight the spiritual and 
eternal.

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Sacred Heart Jesus; desire sanctify every beat 
heart, every thought, simplest works, unit- 
ing them Its infinite merits; and wish make 
reparation for sins casting them into the furnace 
Its merciful love. God, ask Thee for my- 
self, and for those whom hold dear, the grace fulfill 
perfectly Thy Holy Will, accept for love Thee the 
joys and sorrows this passing life, that may 
one day united together heaven for all eternity. 


How Practice Devotion the Sacred Heart 


Devotion the Sacred Heart does not consist the 
recitation long prayers and invocations. manifests 
itself, first all, imitation. Christ says: 
Me, because meek and humble Heart” xi. 
29). What else does this imply but that are imitate 
His divine example, beginning with the fundamental 
virtue humility, and striving attain the most heroic 
and sublime virtues which practiced throughout His 
earthly career. 

Second, devotion the Sacred Heart manifests itself 
the grateful remembrance the innumerable benefits 
conferred upon the Incarnation, the Redemption, 
and the priceless gift the Holy Eucharist. 

Third, this devotion requires that make reparation 
the Sacred Heart for the countless indignities com- 
mitted against It, especially the great Sacrament 
Love. For this purpose the Holy Hour and the First 
Friday Communion have been ordained. 

Fourth, this devotion means, trusting with unbounded 
confidence the love and mercy this Divine Heart 
all the trials and difficulties life. The Heart 
Christ, throbbing beneath the sacramental veils, the 
same sympathetic Heart that centuries ago had “com- 
passion the multitudes”; for Christ, St. Paul says, 
the same “yesterday, today, and forever” (Heb. 
8). may approach Him, therefore, with the same 
confidence which expressed the prayers and plead- 
ing His people old: behold, whom Thou 
lovest sick” (John xi. 3). mercy us, Son 
David” (Matt. ix. 27). “If shall touch but His 
garment, shall whole” (Mark 28). 
daughter even now dead; but come, lay Thy hand 
upon her, and she shall (Matt. ix. 18).

How Teach This Devotion 


teaching the children practice this devotion, the 
various techniques referred previous papers concern- 
ing the teaching specific devotion, will prove helpful. 
Special emphasis should placed upon the development 
correct attitudes the teaching any devotion. 
correct attitude will help develop correct habits, which 
should made function concrete situations. 

The habits formed during the period school life 
are carried over into the maturer years life. 
Since habit the unit element character, the moral 
and religious habits formed during the years childhood 
and youth, should psychologically and pedagogically 
sound and practical.

Humble, Hidden Souls. The third consolers the 
Sacred Heart are the humble, hidden souls, who 
God.

vicissitudes 

The greatest problem solver any line the one with 
the store technical information that line. not 
the task the geography teacher nor teacher 
the elementary school give the child specialized 
technical knowledge the field, but her task give 
broad insight possible into many phases 
contemporary life possible. 

The next step the process developing this sympa- 
thetic insight toward life utilize the instinct sym- 
pathy some practical way. Ever and anon current 
sympathies sweep across the country like the waves 
suggestion over crowd. Thousands are made homeless 
floods, earthquakes, and fires. “The heart nation 
throbbing,” and the school should feel it.

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Advantages and Disadvantages 


Diocesan

Ed or’s Note. This is the first of two papers on Diocesan Examinations. 
are published not because agree entirely with their conclusions, 
bu: because they serve to open a discussion of this important subject. 
We trust that diocesan examinations will not be used for comparison of 
sch ols, but, primarily, to help individual teachers, after intelligent 
an: ysis of examinations and constructive suggestions. The papers reveal 
the need from a new angle, of a research agency about the diocesan 
suporintendent or effective Jiaison between the superintendent and 
the department of education of a local Catholic college or university. 

jhe teacher should consider the suggestions in the light of her own 
classroom practice. 


which the progress and results education may 

measured. Examinations various types have 

used testing ability ever since early times. They 
have never been discarded from the schools. Their value 
has been questioned here and there for time, especially 
the present century, but experience has devised nothing 
better replace them. 

While the diocesan superintendent may able get 
broad, general impression the efficiency his schools 
from his personal visits inspection and from the 
reports the community supervisors, order make 
complete survey the work the schools, get 
deep insight into the actual conditions existing, and 
ascertain what the children know and what they can do, 
some type examination necessary. 

Quite naturally the success the parish schools 
matter deep concern the diocesan superintendent. 
Since the organization the schools depends upon him, 
the one who has the right well the duty 
make sure that the teaching efficient. With the increase 
the appointments school superintendents, facilities 
for the inauguration diocesan testing programs were 
greatly increased. Evidence has been obtained from reli- 
able sources that dioceses testing programs have 
been attempted and are operating present. highly 
probable that the actual number dioceses staging such 
programs somewhat greater, since perfect survey was 
impossible. 


Advantages Diocesan Examinations 


Since testing programs constitute part the super- 
visory activities superintendents, order deter- 
mine the usefulness diocesan examinations, attempt 
was made get evaluation them the basis 
the judgments these officials. The following were the 
advantages most frequently cited: 

They afford Incentive the Pupils. Pupils take 
great pride the fact that they are able “pass” the 
tests sent them from the diocesan educational office. Suc- 
cessful achievement goal which they may aim 
tangible reward for their efforts. 

They serve Incentive Teachers. well-in- 
formed superintendent realizes that every one his 
teachers has need encouragement 
Even with the religious motives animating her, hard 
for the teacher plod along alone day day, con- 


vinced that one concerned how she does her 
work, what its final outcome shall be. Knowing that 
the results her efforts will viewed the superin- 
tendent through the examination report, furnishes in- 
centive the teacher. 

They Give Assurance the Use the Syllabus. 
each the dioceses from which copies the 
examinations were available, the examinations were based 
upon the course study adopted. That the examinations 
are based upon the course study praiseworthy since 
one the functions the curriculum set goals 
that the teacher may clearly see what expected. The 
results the examinations reveal very clearly whether 
not the syllabus has been followed. 

IV. They Offer Means Diocesan Standardization. 
Desire the part school directors promote stand- 
ardization the Catholic schools under their jurisdiction 
served impelling force the development testing 
programs. well-knit diocesan school system requires 
certain amount uniformity. This does not mean that 
all schools adopt the same methods the same textbooks. 
Neither does mean the crushing all individual 
initiative and enthusiasm. Examinations issued the 
superintendent may viewed legitimate means 
securing uniformity. 

They Furnish Practical Standards for 
The diocesan examinations should contributing 
factor the matter But the daily class- 
work and the teacher’s estimate should also have weight 
influencing promotions. are the opinion that the 
examination should count not more than one third 
determining promotions. Putting greater value the 
examination gives too much weight casual accidental 
conditions. 

VI. They Promote Friendly Rivalry Between School 
and School. Some superintendents have adopted the 
practice furnishing tabulated results the examina- 
tions each school, thus enabling learn how its 
work compares with that all other schools. This 
promotes healthy rivalry and may means keep- 
ing the schools the standards set the superin- 
tendent. 

VII. They Acquaint the Office with Accomplishment 
Schools. This highly significant advantage. With 
this information hand the superintendent 
mulate and put into effect educational program that 
will meet the actual needs his schools. From these 
data may learn the weak subjects the course 
study that need strengthening. This information will 
enable the community supervisor discover the points 
weakness each particular school under her charge 
and will enable her inaugurate remedial measures. This 
report will also show her the schools that need strengthen- 
ing their staffs through some form in-service 
training. 

VIII. They are Splendid Means Guiding the 
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Methods Teaching. Through the diocesan examina- 
tions the superintendents may, large measure, direct 
the teaching procedure and encourage the use the best 
methods, for teaching methods are largely determined 
the nature the questions found the examinations. 
Emphasizing only the significant points the examina- 
tion may means bringing out comparative values. 
The teacher will not inclined stress minor details 
when she finds that these details are not called for 
the examination. Neither will she overemphasize memoriz- 
ing facts, if, for the most part, the examinations contain 
questions demanding thought responses. 

properly directed, the preparation for the examina- 
tion helps the pupil organize his knowledge permanently. 
bringing the elements subject together for this 
purpose, the pupil will get larger perspective the 
whole field under consideration. 

Summarizing the advantages presented the superin- 
tendents, evident that the examinations may 
value the children, the teachers, the community super- 
visors, and the superintendent. the children they may 
serve stimulus study. They provide opportunity 
for self-examination for the teachers, for the results 
obtained they are enabled judge the success their 
efforts and devices. The information gained enables the 
supervisor determine the relative efficiency the 
various methods instruction found use among her 
teachers. comparative study the results achieved 
the schools within diocesan system enables the superin- 
tendent organize and prescribe program for the 
guidance school interests the light local needs. 


Disadvantages Diocesan Examinations 


While recognizing the advantages resulting from dio- 
cesan examinations, the dangers connected with their use 
may not overlooked disregarded. The dangers most 
frequently mentioned the superintendents actually 
conducting testing programs are the following: 

Too much stress may placed the examination. 

They may tempt the teacher dishonesty. 

They are likely restrict the freedom the best 
teachers. 

They may promote too much standardization. 

They may tempt the children dishonesty. 

Teachers feel that they are used means for 
evaluating their competency. 

Local conditions may not sufficiently considered. 

They place both teacher and pupil under nervous 
strain. 

Unfavorable comparisons 

result. 

The danger, which appears the most outstand- 
ing the minds the superintendents the strong 
tendency the part both teacher and pupils work 
just meet the examination requirements, where the 
testing program operation. doing the teacher 
apt miss the big aim education preparation for 
life here and hereafter. Training the pupils just pass 
the examinations tends give them faulty view 
education.

results attained. This may also eliminate another dan: 
the temptation dishonesty the part the 
who wishes avoid poor showing the report. 

But admitting that there are shortcomings 
with the use diocesan examinations not 
sufficient weight necessitate their discontinuan 
The important task keep these shortcomings 
and employ all available means lessen their 
upon teachers and pupils. Despite the fact that some 
the superintendents state that some the advanta 
resulting from the examinations are self-evident 
they failed mention them, the results the survey 
their reactions show that point frequency 
advantages make 64.3 per cent the responses while 
the shortcomings make only 35.7 per cent. From this 
appears that the majority superintendents feel that 
diocesan examinations have distinct advantages and that 
these far outweigh their shortcomings.

“The results research studies have led the formu- 
lation basic principles which should underlie the teach- 
ing arithmetic processes.

What Library? 


room full books does not constitute library, nor 
does the epithet ‘lover books’ constitute librarian.” 

“We have school libraries with the 750 books necessary for 
the state requirements, which have never been cataloged, 
books that are locked up, unsupervised, scattered about 
through the different classrooms. These are not libraries, they 
are pitiful makeshifts,” says Sister Edmund, O.M., the 
Catholic Library World. 

After pointing out some the difficulties likely met 
the principal librarian the way time, money, repairs 
alteration the building, opposition change cur- 
riculum routine, etc., the Sister tells how her library was 
started. The first acquisition was unused file from the rec- 
tory; then six kitchen tables were purchased. The Sodality 
donated $400 and the high-school students were asked con- 
tribute cents month. The school now has library and 
reference room with 2,800 volumes cataloged and circula- 
tion, serving 400 borrowers, and approved the state and 
other standardizing agencies. There are the standard reference 
books, fiction, books for supplementary reading, periodicals, 
file clippings, and collection pictures. Says Sister 
Edmund: has been done this small high school can 
accomplished every high school the pastors will give 
our teachers the control and funds carry out properly that 
standardization which necessary today.” 

Sister Edmund has presented clearly the principles 
modern high-school library organization. Here are some her 
further observations: 

well-selected library may fail its purpose when inex- 
pertly administered, with the books practically inaccessible 
because clumsily classified and cataloged. The textbook 
itself inadequate tool; must supplemented other 
books, miscellaneous informational material, and visual aids. 
supply this supplementary material important func- 
tion the library. 

The library should not used study hall; the enforced 
attendance and rigid discipline the study hall soon make 
library lose its true significance. 

addition library standards, must have trained 
librarians. library training that many our teachers 
are lacking. The librarian must more than “lover 
She must systematic, accurate, and orderly. The 
background the librarian utmost importance; she must 
have large fund general information. Her long hours 
work require physical strength. She must executive, 
organizer, teacher, and librarian. 

resolution the American Library Association 1930 
urges high schools teach either through established courses, 
such English and social sciences, through the school 
library, the use essential library tools. Standardizing agen- 
cies require that laboratory and library facilities adequate 
for each subject taught. 

Sister Edmund closes her article with plea: 
requirements for teachers secondary schools have now be- 
come thoroughly standardized, though these standards are con- 
stantly being raised. certainly not too much expect 
that the person who the library adviser for both 
faculty and students should have least the same academic 
preparation that the teachers her school possess. addi- 
tion, the librarian should have technical library training; for 
without that she will not able administer the library 
efficiently and will, consequence, restricted her 
efforts give the very best possible library service. Library 
instruction for students has now achieved regular place 
the curriculum many schools. true that not great 
deal time yet allotted it, but gains constantly 
both teaching time and the quality teaching.
